It was agreed by the Presi­ 
dent and the cabinet that the 
plan 
will he such that it will he accepted 
or rejeete«l by the mediators 
after 
they meet at Niagara Falls in a few 
days. 
As a result tlie cabinet meet­ 
ing decided today this 
proposition 
will make it possible to know whether 
mediation is liable to avert war or 
not. 
For two hours the cabinet discuss­ 
ed the entire Mexican situation. 
It 
was the longest session 
held 
since 
the fleet started south. 
At its close 
members were unusually speculative. 
It was understood 
that 
Secretary 
Bryan reported at length on condi­ 
tions in and about Mexico City. These 
reports came to him early in the day 
in a series of dispatches from Mexi­ 
co City. 
Bryan assured the President that 
direct advices today brought assur- 
ances that Consul Silliman will he re­ 
leased before morning. The President 
was insistent tlqit further 
diliatory 
tactics will not he tolerated in this 
ease. 
Silliman was a 
classmate of 
the President. 
It was agreed by the cabinet that 
the situation was well in hand and 
that preparation had been made for 
every possible eventuality.

age family a nearly continuous supp­ 
ly of fresh v egetab les at small ex- 
‘ pense. 
Failure to make the ground 
yield two or three crops is the prin­ 
cipal reason that many city dwellers 
find >mall 
yard v egetab le 
patches 
hardly worth while. 
At considerab le 
troub le and expense they prepare a 
garden b ed and then, when one crop 
is ov er, allow the land to lie idle for 
the rest of the season, instead of b e­ 
ing made to produce other v egetab les 
Where the two and three crop system 
is employed, specialists of the TT. S. 
Department of Agriculture say a plot 
as small 
25 b y 70 feet will b e well 
worth cultiv ating, aside from 
the 
pleasure which the actual work giv es 
to adults and children. 
One such city garden is so well 
arranged and so successful that a 
specialist of the 
Department 
has 
made a diagram of it and has furn­ 
ished the following description as a 
guide to city people who would like 
to r a i s e their own green v egetab les in 
a?i area not larger than 25 b y TO feet. 
The same plan, howev er, is e<|iially 
useful to those who wish to hav e a 
small garden pat oh in a larger yard. 
It also should conv ince those who 
feel the call of the wild, and who

was ab out 12 feet wide, was dev oted 
to garden purposes. 
In this area the rows of low-grow­ 
ing, quick-maturing, early v egetab les 
were planted so that at proper inter­ 
v als b etween 
them later 
maturing 
sorts could b e dispersed. 
The early 
plantings consisted o f rows of rad ­ 
ishes early b eets, lettuce, carrots, 
and a few pafsuips, parsnips b eing 
placed so that they could hav e the 
b enefit of the entire growing season, 
while b etween were placed first rows 
of radishes and 
lettuce and 
later 
b unch b eans. 
The b eets, later in the 
season, gav e way to a few late cab ­ 
b age plants. 
An area was dev oted 
to a dozen tomato plants trained to a 
single stem on stakes ab out 4 
feet 
high. 
These were planted ab out 18 
inches apart in each direction which 
gav e them ample room for maturity. 
It was necessary, howev er, that the 
site for tomatoes should b e as sunny 
as practicab le. 
In the least sunny 
portion of the yard early and late 
peas were planted together with a 
row of sweet peas to supply a few 
much prized b lossoms for the tab le. 
Before the tomatoes are planted, 
onion sets occupied the area 
and 
were alolwed to remain until large 
enough-for use or until it was neces­ 
sary to thin them in certain areas to 
make space for planting the tom a­ 
toes. 
A few 
parsley 
plants 
were 
placed in a conv enient corner where 
they did pot receiv e too much light 
b ut where the env ironment was a s 
cool as possib le and sufficiently moist 
to keep the plants growing. 
It was 
not deemed wise to attem pt to grow 
any v ines such as cticumb ers, melons, 
or squashes in this restricted area. 
Neither did it pay to grow potatoes 
or corn b ut in the autumn it was 
found wise to plant spinach, kale, 
and potato-onion sets in order that 
a supply of green succulent might ha 
had 
« luring the winter and 
early 
I spring. 
This garden area was well drained 
and made v ery rich hv the addition 
of high 
grade 
fertilzers such 
as 
dried b lood and b one meal, and an 
ab undant 
supply 
of 
well-rotted 
stab le manure. 
For such a dense 
plant population to thriv e it is neces­ 
sary to giv e special attention to the 
food and moisture supply. This yard 
which was one of the most a ttra c ­ 
tiv e from a horticultural standpoint 
that 
the writer has ev er 
ob serv ed, 
was an example of highly intensiv e 
gardening and one who attem pts it 
must appreciate that careful care as 
well as ab undant food and an intel­ 
ligent plan so as to take adv antage 
of tlie location in the area b est suit­ 
ed to the requirements of the v ari­ 
ous plants, are essential to 
s u c c e s s .

workers who include all sects— J ew s, 
Protestants of all

This is done in order that no 
part of the program is sectarian.
